Cooking Ham. 


One of the definitions of a ham of 
high grade and perfectly cooked has 
been that a knife would fall througn 


it. Of course, that is a trifle exas- 
gerated, but it representa a fact per- 


ham is hard and dry and an im- 
portant part of its preparation is to 
soften it. Ham is dried in the cur- 
Some of the liquid dried out 
needs to be put back. 

Some people soak a alice of 

for some time before frying 
if it is ham that has been 
exposed long to the. air-—as 

t should not be—there is additional 
need for this treatment. 

But it seems quite wrong to me to 
soak a ham for some time and: then 
wash it, as some recipes direct, when 
they say anything at all about this 
most important matter. Wash first, 
then trim and soak. There is no 
reason why the ham should not be 
cooked in the same water in which 
‘it was soaked, if it is first cleaned. 

Many a young cook has failed utterly 
with a Virginia’ ham because it is 


extra dry. The old recipes from Vir- 


haps too often overlooked. A cured 


ginia for boiled and baked ham that 
I have collected tell nothing about 
cleaning and soaking a ham. 

A ham hock thoroughly washed, 
brushed, scraped, pared, and soaked 
for several hours in water, in which 
it is finally brought so slowly to & 
bofiseas not to bubble in two hours, 
then cooked gently tor two or three 
hours, and finally skinned and cooked 
gently for one hour in the oven, may 
be superfine, if there has been 4 
wealth of vegetable seasonings in the 
pot and a nice sirup over the ham in 
the oven, and the meat basted with 
it. It is a better way to make a 
sirup of.some sort, plain brown sugar 
or what,. than to use sugar and @ meat 
stock or water. But bake geritly so 
as not to cook out fat.
